HE closing down of the New York 
op printing shops on the 1st of October 

could not have come at a more unfortu- 
nate time for the publishing trade, falling as 
it. has in the midst of the most active season 
the book-trade has ever known. It has been 
a fortunate thing that the trouble in the bind- 
‘eries was avoided by a compromise and rea- 
sonable adjustment, so that the many books 
which were already printed could be bound 
and made ready for the trade. Even at this, 
the pressure in the binderies has been tre- 
mendous, publishers having difficulty in meet- 
ing the great demands that such an active 
season is putting forth. Some fall titles 
may have to be postponed until another sea- 
son, but it is hoped that the amount of total 
production may be enough to meet a large 
part of the public’s demands. Publishers in 
other eities have had the advantage over 
New York houses, and many in New York 


‘of course do their manufacturing outside the 


limits of the present strike. 
The periodical publishers have been even 
harder hit than the book publishers, as those 


‘who print in New York have to face a com- 
‘plete closing down at a time when their peri- 


odicals are at their busiest and most im- 


“portant season. The demands of the union 


were so extreme that the. Periodical Pub- 
lishers’ Association agreed to a man to stand 
together and see the issue settled. In order 


to support the managers of their print shops, 


they agreed not to go out of the city with 
their work. But under date of October 21, 
a decision was made to release publishers 
from this decision if such placing out could 
be done thru the employing printers altho it 
was understood that other cities would be able 
to take on but very little work. 

The Publishers’ Weekly, after issuing the 
Fall Announcement ‘Number, has not been pub- 
lished unt#l now when we are able to put forth 
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this small number only by the use of the limited 
facilities arranged by aur own New York 
printer. ;

3,000 copies of 
it have ‘been printed and distributed to those 
“who request them and to larger stores, even 
tho they have neglected to ask for them. The 
committee hopes that the posters will be used 
with care and preserved for repeated display, 
as the ‘expense of printing has been heavy. 
With the posters will go forward streamers, 
which can be used to advantage for window 
display. 
>» The method that has been used in various 
<ities to organize interest in this movement 
has ‘been varied. In Boston, for instance. a 
large committee, headed by Miss Jordan of 
the Boston Library, has had frequent meet- 
ings. and their activities include public and 
parochial schools, Y. M. °C. A.’s, Boy Scout 
centres. as well as all the library branches 
and bookstores. A special meeting of the 
Boston ‘Booksellers’ League was addressed by 
Franklin K. Mathiews and Mr. Melcher. In 
Minneapolis Mr. Leonard H. Wells has taken 
the initiative and has tound whole-hearted 
co-operation in the libraries and various edu- 
cational organizations. Miss Burns. of Mar- 
shall Field & Co.. is organizing a very active 
week, with special features. and McClurg’s 
Children’s ‘Department, under Miss Holmes. 
4s making special efforts and is taking over 
for the jpurpose the first floor space. Mr. 
Chapin Hoskins, Chicago, is extending his 
‘ampaign into Wisconsin cities with good 
-o-operation. “Mr. John Boardman, National 
sje ‘Gommissioner ‘of the. Boy Scouts. has 
fered to give his week to speaking. and 1s 

appear in Chicago, Terre Haute, Dayton, 
Cleveland and other vnlaces. San Francisco, 
thru the San Francisco and Bay County Book- 
sellers’ League. is putting out a fine program, 
and there is full co-operation at all western 
cities. The response from the public libraries 
of the country has been notable. and the poster 
will be displayed in all the large communities. 
Some of the constructive work that librarians 
are doing in the cause of “More Books In 
The Home” will make a deep impression on 
their community and render a lasting service 
towards better and more helpful relations 
between the bookstore and the library. 

No full report of the widely extended plans 
can be made nor can thanks be adequately ex- 
tended to the hundreds who are helping in 
the work but it is hoped that the constructive 
results may come to speak for them- 
selves. 
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A Notable Program 


National Women's Book Association 
Hold Their First Meeting. 


The First winter meeting of the National 
Women's Book Association was held at the 
Sunwise-Turn bookshop, on _ Forty-fourth 
Street. on Thursday evening, October 16th, 
Mrs. Robert E. Sherwood presiding. The 
program was part of the complete winter 
plans thru which it is intended to cover, by 
competent speakers, the whole subject of the 
production and distribution of books. Mr. 
Gilbert Cannan, the English novelist. gave a 
most interesting description of how he faced 
the problem of creative work in fiction, a 
piece of analysis that was unusual in its care- 
ful statement of how an author approxches 
his problems. Mrs. Dorothy Canfield Fisher 
followed. and after reading her famous story 
called “Flint and Fire,” which was published 
in the volume called “Hillsboro People.” she 
described from notes she had made at the 
time of writing how that story was conceived, 
how it was elaborated and built up and how 
finally put into the shape in which we have 
it. This gave an opportunity to understand 
the plan of writing a short story in a way that 
supplemented most interestingly Mr. Cannan's 
talk of his experience. Mr. Alfred Harcourt, 
of Harcourt, Brace & Howe, followed with 
a description of how the publisher came into 
book production, from his first relation to the 
author until his book was distributed; and 
Miss Mathilde Weil gave an account of the 
work of a literary reader, from the experi- 
ence of one who has served in important work 
with many leading publishing houses.

This book- 
house, which cost $7,000 to build has proved 
a busy and profitable department. Miss 
Hutchinson has two assistants at ordinary 
seasons and will have eight for the busy sea- 
son. Her library training and contagious 
enthusiasm for the work have been import- 
ant assets —Ed.] 

First, know your books—under which may 
be grouped 

a. Author 
b. Contents 
ce. Illustrations—Attractive editions. 

Gather all the information possible relative 
to juvenile literature. Dwell upon the best. 
If you do not have this information from 
your own experience or training, consult the 
children’s librarian in your vicinity. Study 
the representative author of juvenile litera- 
ture and the type of “literature” they excel 
in. Be able to discuss their work intelligently. 
You will find that the purchaser will appre- 
ciate any information you may give pertain- 
ing to an author or his work. 

Juvenile literature is not a subject to be 
treated lightly. There are unwarranted pos- 
sibilities in research work of this kind. 

Become familiar with the contents of your 
books. Very often a sale may be lost because 
the sales-person does not know in which 
books certain subjects may be found. Titles 
are very deceiving. It is not necessary to 
read every book. Glance over the table of 
contents or index. However, I Would advise 
every bookseller to read as much as possi- 
ble, comparing the standard author with 
authors of lesser merit. 

iNext the authors and their works, come the 
illustrators; Leslie Brooke, E. Boyd Smith, 
Kate Greenaway, Ralph Caldecort, Edward 
Lear, Walter Crane, M. Boutet DeMonvel, 
Jessie Willcox Smith, Willebeeck Le Mair. 
Among these we have the best that are to be 
offered. In picture books for little children 
we must keep as far awav as possible frorh 
the “Sunday Supplement” type of illustrating. 
The reason for so doing is obvious enough. 

For older children there are Dulac. Rack- 
ham, Parrish, Wyeth, Bosschere, Pogany, 
Nielson, Kirk and others. 

Attractive editions mean a great deal to 
the children. We want the children to have 
the best in literature and art. Keep in mind 
the attractive editions of the “Better books 
for children” when advice is sought. We have 
the classics and standard books in various 
priced editions and the assortment is broad 
enough to fit the various ages and calls. 

We booksellers and especially buyers are 
able to do more toward educating the children 


in what is best in art and literature than the 
librarian, because the book purchased remains 
in the home indefinitely and is studied over 
and over by the children while the book 
borrowed from the library is subject to return. 

Every child may not be fortunate enough 
to possess wonderfully illustrated editions but 
we are able to give them the standard books 
in popular editions. 

Second, next to knowledge of books and 
everything pertaining to books, we must 
know our customers and be able to suggest 
the right book to the right person. An old 
and well-known rule given to us in Library 
School was, “Suit the book to the person.” 
1 cannot emphasize this point strongly enough. 

Study the ages of the children and the 
books suited to each age. Do not recommend 
a book for a child of seven that is suited to 
a child of twelve. 

As soon as children are old enough to 
choose a book for themselves, they will have 
decided preferences. Give them the best in 
fiction, travel, adventure, history and the other 
subjects of interest to them. 

Take a personal interest in the child for 
whom you are selecting the book. If the book 
is for a child of six years, find out if it is to 
be read to him or if he will read it himself. 

If a girl is between twelve and fifteen years, 
lead her away from sentimentai romance. If 
romance is insisted upon, be sure you know 
the book recommended. Make a mental list of 
books suited to the various ages and see how 
successful the results will be. It will mean 
better and more efficient service. Never be 
indefinite, on the other hand never be arbitrary. 
Study your customer carefully. Some people 
seck advice, others wish to give it, be tactful 
with both classes. Never become impatient. 
It is the customer’s privilege to look until 
satisfied. Discourtesy or indifference may 
not mean just the loss of that one sale but a 
series of sales and a feeling of antagonism 
toward the department: Give the customer 
all the attention possible. Try to remember 
the names of your customers. 

It is helpful to make out lists by age and 
grade; “Instructive” and “Recreational” read- 
ing, Special subjects. such as “Knight Stories,” 
“Nature Stories,” “School Stories,” and many 
others of interest to boys and girls. 

Power of suggestion goes back to the rule 
I always keep in mind, “Suit the book to the 
person.” Some of our largest sales have re- 
sulted from suggestions. If the person is in- 
terested in good illustrations or in attractive 
editions, we have unlimited possibilities. Al- 
ways be on the alert to find out the varied 
interests of the customer. Have faith in what 


you are selling. Be sincere in your recom- 
— but do not gush or urge a sale. 
“Story Hour” will prove helpful. This 
I eal not recommend unless the story teller 
has been trained in the art of story telling, 
as a “Story Hour” to be ‘successful must be 
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well planned and the story teller must have 
her story well prepared. A series of “Story 
Hours’ was heid in which stories from the 
“Iliad” and “Odyssey,” “King Arthur,” 
“Robin Hood” and others of the popular 
“Hero Stories” were told. 

\vwe have found it worth while to run a 
small ad, featuring something special in the 
book line every week. The advertising brings 
our shop before the public in a most dignified 
and satisfactory way. 

lf a concentrated effort is made for “Bet- 
ter books for children” we will, I am sure, 
have wonderful results. 

The children are eager to read and I have 
found that they will. read and enjoy the best 
we have to offer if those books are given to 
them.

ronage of His Excellency Alfredo Bac- 
célli, Minister of Public Instruction and’ 
many other eminent men, has obtained from 
the Opera Nazionale dei Combattenti, a sum 
for the foundation of various scholarships to 
enable young men who have the due qualifica- 
tion of being ex-combatants, to go abroad for 
a certain period of professional apprentice- 


‘ship to learn the trade of book-selling and 


the ways of book commerce and bring back 
into our own country the advantages of a 
wider culture and of more enterprising busi- 
ness methods, which in America he would have 
ample opportunity to study. 

The young man chosen to go to America 
would stay in your country from October 
to June and during that time would do his ut- 
most to nut himself in touch with the neces- 
sary people and should be enabled to have 
access to the most important publishing 
houses and typographical establishments in 
order to profit by them. 

I turn to you, to beg of you that the young 
man who will be chosen with all due discern- 
ment and care by the Istituto per la Propa- 
ganda della Cultura Italiana, should. on com- 
ing to America, receive every facility for the 
purpose which brings him there. Naturall- 
as you will readily appreciate. he will be no 
scholar in the strict sense of the word hut 
simply one who wishes to go into the hook 
trade and has already shown a keen aptitude 
and intelligence for this line of business. 

I am a great believer in the efficacy of intel- 
lectual relations and in the exchange ot 
thought between one country and another and 
I feel sure that the young Italian ex-offiter 
who has already proved his worth on the 
field against a common foe, will find ready 
sympathy and help in your country ané will 
become yet another most useful link between 
America and Italy. ; 

I have postponed my visit to America for 
the present and am wdncertain as to when it 
will come off.

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THE MARSHALL FIELD BOOK FAIR 
A Notable Event in Book-Trade History 


For the fine vision of its conception, the 
«care in its details, and the value of its 
accomplishment the Book Fair of Octo- 
der 13 to 18th, at the book depa.tment 
of Marshall Field & Co., Chicago, was an 
important event. Large crowds filled the 
aisles, interest in books was widely stimu- 
lated, and the possibilities of such exhibits 
‘was clearly demonstrated. 

Perhaps no other house could have carried 
this Book Fair off in such a complete way. 
Most of the regular stock of the huge book 
department had to be stored away. the floor 
space of the rest room ‘invaded, forty or .more 
attractive booths erected and painted and be- 
tween Saturday and Monday at opening time 
the place was transformed from a book de- 
partment to a real Fair with a real crowd 
circulating in and out. Marshall Field & Co. 
paid for all the expense of booths, posters, 
and extensive newspaper advertising; the pub- 
lishers sent their exhibits, set them up in the 
booths and in most cases provided ore or 
two attendants. 

That the affair was to get good attention 
was assured on the first day and the class of 
the visitors was of the kind from which book 
lovers are made. No publisher or bookseller 
could help feeling that the interest of the com- 
munity in books was being caught and quick- 
ened in a way that would have influence for 
months; books and authors were made more 
human and understandable. 

Hugh Walpole visited the Fair under Mr. 
Doran’s chaperonage and appeared to enjoy it 
immensely, he autographed numerous books, 
and looked just as his admirers hoped he 
‘would. A half dozen Chicago authors held 
special court on Tuesday and other features 
were arranged for other days which greatly 
helped to fan the public’s interest. 

That the public took more than a perfunc- 
tory interest was shown when school children 
begah to come in escorted groups; special dele- 
gations came from Chicago University and 
from Northwestern University and the Wiscon- 
sin Library School, 34 strong, came down from 
Madison. 

Over forty exhibits had been provided for 
and were in charge of representatives of the 
various concerns. Visitors were quickly at- 
tracted to the binderies that had been in- 
stalled and could be seen in full action. The 
binding of cloth books was shown by the Hill 
bindery arranged for by Grosset & Dunlap 
where popular reprints were seen in process of 
stitching, gathering, rounding, covering and 
pressing. Ernest Hertzberg & Son, The Mon- 
astery Hill Bindery, made a notable exhibit of 
hand tooled binding. 

In the large permanent alcoves at the end 
of the floor were the exhibits: of Doubleday 
with a fascinating collection of Kipling man- 
uscripts, O. Henry mementoes. and Conrad 
material, as well as a notable display of fine 
bindings executed by the French Bindery at 
Garden City; Doran, who naturally featured 
Hugh Walpole on account of his visit had 


manuscripts of and about Daisy Ashford, 
manuscripts from Maj. Watterson and Joyce 
Kilmer and the latter’s “Croix de Guerre”; 
Houghton Mifflin & Co. featured documents’ 
and autographs of the great New England 
authors, their famous standard sets and the 
beautiful output of the famous Riverside 
Press series; Charles Scribner’s Sons had spe- 
cial displays of their illustrated and large 
photographs showing the progress of a book. 

Little, Brown & Co. had arranged -to bring 
on a fine exhibit from the Alcott house and 
this exhibit was crowded at every hour of 
the day with friends of “Jo,” “Meg.” “Beth,” 
and “Amy”; Putnam’s showed scores of orig- 
inal war drawings by Baldrige and many fine 
sets and bindings; Volland had a cleverly 
decorated children’s booth; Merriam showed 
not only their latest product but Webster 
dictionaries of every edition from 1806 on; 
Bobbs-Merrill showed interesting Riley manu- 
scripts; Oxford and Nelson featured char- 
acteristic products, the former found many 
who wanted to see the smallest Bible or the 
Jubilee Bible, or the Bible on which the 
President takes oath of office. 

The Harper exhibit of manuscript material 
attracted much attention—: Mark Twain 
made their booth very attractive with George 
Wharton Edwards’ originals; Lane featured 
the Earl Reed dune etchings; Appleton show- 
ed author portraits and featured Whitlock’s 
“Belgium”; Small, Maynard had a Bliss Car- 
man manuscript; Reilly and Lee. the originals 
of the Fotygraft Album and Edgar Guest: 
Dodd, Mead brought many interesting author 
portraits; Rand McNally featured their many 
hrightly illustrated children’s books; Macmil- 
lan ‘brought Pogany originals, Funk & 
Wagnalls a_ full dictionary | exhibit. and 
Knopf’s gay jackets made a brightly filled 
booth. Others who broucht exhithits were 
Holt, Huebsch, Barse and Hopkins, Burt, Dut- 
ton, Stokes, Harcourt. Moffat, McBride. Lip- 
pincott, Ronald and Shaw. 

The credit of this successful experiment 
rests entirely with Miss Marcella Burns. man- 
ager of the department, who conceived the 
plan. “sold” the idea to her firm and to the 
exhibitors and saw to its execution with 
untiring patience and persistence.

‘Tho belated, a brief account of the first din- 
ner ot the scason oi the dookscllers’ League 
is worth recording. Owiny to the prevailing 
enidemic of H. C. L.. ‘the board of managers 
changed from the Aldine Club to the Advertis- 
ing Club, in East 25th St., and there the mem- 
bers gathered on October 15th to the numbe- 
ot ninety odd. After.a simple meal, the presi- 
dent, R. E. Sherwood, introduced an unusual!v 
interesting group of speakers. Mr Roy Dur- 
stine’s subject, “Advertising,” was treated 
from the angle of an advertising expert who 
traced its genesis, its development and its prog- 
tess into mew ficlds and greater conquests 
Mr. Hugh Walpole, the distinguished English 
novelist, was specially inProduced in a delight- 
tul manner by Mr. Frank Crowninshicld, edi- 
tor of T’anity Fatr, after the toastmaster re- 
marked that it took some “Fortitude” to escort 
the “Duchess of Wrexe” thru the “Dark For- 
est” to the “Secret City.” Mr. Walpole dis- 
<oursed in a most charming manner on the 
marked influence on British literature of two 
transplanted geniuses, Henry James, the Amer- 
ican, and Joseph Conrad, the reticent Pole. 
Most of ‘the anecdotes of. Henry James were 
grouped around Mr. YWWalpole’s personal ac- 
quaintance with the author which dated from 
the publication of Walpole’s first novel. Louts 
F. Keating. of Frederick Loeser & Co., re- 
cently returned, gave a graphic account of 
post-bellum activities in Paris while in the 
service of the Y. M. C. A. as manager of the 
distribution of literature ‘for the soldiers in 
France, and in the “clean-up” he sold to the 
U.S. Army the entire stock of books on hand, 
largely of a technical and educational charac- 
ter, receiving im scttlement what was probably 
the largest check ever drawn for a sale of 
hooks, the amount being considerably over onc 
million dollars. 


Eaglish Text-Books Sold by 


_Germans to Latins 

Most alft¢exthooks used ‘for the study of 
English thruout Latin-America were prepared 
by Germans. This was brought out in a re- 
cent repert brought to Washington hv a 
former official of a Latin-American republic, 
and is said to be one method which the Ger- 
mans used before the war to gain a power- 
ful influence with some Latin-American Gov- 
ernments, 

As a_orule bookstores in Latin-American 
countries were found to be managed by Ger- 
mans. Often tt was necessary to take what 
school text-books they had or to go without. 

That there was a close relationship between 
the German bookdealers in Latin America and 
the Berlin ‘Government appears to be well 
established. The German bookdealer, as a 
rule. would bring over several young men and 
emplov. -also several natives to work in his 
shop. leaving the yeung Germans there with 
the natives until the former had become famil- 
jar with the language and the customs of the 
people then they would be sent out as sales- 
ment. and the process of training new Ger- 
man youths would Je begun. 
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English Printers Wages 


A resumed conference between the Federa- 
tion‘of Master Printers and the represengatives 


of the Typographical Association is taking 
place in London on the question of the de- 
mand for an increase of 10s. in wages thruout 
the country. A tirm attitude ts adopted on 
both sides.

Obituary Notes 


(Henry Miurrs Apen, for the last half cen- 
tury editor of Harpers Magazine, died at his 
home in ‘New York City on October 7th, aged 
82 years. Starting work when 14 years old 
as a “bobbin boy” in a cotton mill at Hoovick 
Falls, N. Y., Alden found time to go to school 
preparing himself for Williams College which 
he entered in 1853.
